However, since some of the dependent claims, including newly proposed claims 45-47, include 
the carboxylic acid salt, they would be outside the scope of claims 1,17 and 33, if amended as 
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proposed. Instead of removing the reference to salts entirely, applicants may change it so that it 
refers only to the carboxylic acid group. Changing "salt of any of the foregoing" to "salt of a 
carboxy acid group" is suggested, along with the cancellation of claims reciting a trademark or 
trade name, as proposed. Any newly added claims should begin with the number 48, even 
though claims 45-47 are not entered. Claims 45-47 should be listed with the status identifier 
"(not entered)", without the text being presented.
